It is well to promise fair and pay— 
to make. good resolutions, and keep 
them.

CONFEDERATE CHARITY FUNDS. 
The Confederate Relief Society--The 
- Fanny Thurston Fund Society--The Home 
for the Homeless, and the. Confederate 
Monumental Association. 


he following is the full text of the 
lelter of Mrs. Gallaway to the Con- 
federate Relief and Historical Associa- 
tion, of which we published an ex- 
tract yesterday morning. 
Gentlemen: Your communication of 
the 3lst of July has been received, 
and I thank you for giving me an 
opportunity to give to the public all 
the information concerning the vari- 
ous benevolent enterprises of this city 
with which I have been connected.

Of the Confederate Soldiers’ Relief 
Society I was elected President in 
February, 1866. The Society had been 
organized some time prior to my elec- 
tion, and when I entered upon my 
duties it had no funds on hand, and 
was heavily indebted to Messrs. Tate, 
Gill, Able, and to Messrs. Walker & 
Brothers—fully two thousand dollars, 
With the able help of Rev. J. W. 
Knott, who devoted himself to the 
cause with most extraordinary zeal, 
the Society was able to meet and dis- 
charge its liabilities; except, possibly, 
a small balance due Messrs. Walker & 
B . ‘Too much praise cannot be 
given Mr. Knott for his invaluable 
services in behalf of the maimed, suf- 
fering, and blind Confederate soldiers. 
The Finance Committee of this 
Society, composed of James Elder and 
other gentlemen, purchased of Mr. 
Cleaves a lot of seventeen acres of land 
on the Raleigh road, known as a part 
of the cotton tract. It is about four 
miles from the city. For this five 
thousand dollars cash was paid; and, 
the said committee made a contract 
with a Mr. Price to build on the lot 
and gave him cash five hundred 
dollars, with which to buy lumber. 
As there was an unexpired lease on 
the lot, the building was not done, 
and the lot is still unimproved. This 
prgperty still belongs to the Confeder- 
ate Soldiers’ Relief Society. . 
As President of the Society 
ceived from Shelby county, 
the aid of C. C. Cummins, as 
March 20, 1867, $600; I paid out to 
Mrs. Dr. Grant, March 20, 1867, $307 
to 50 to pay grocery bills due Schofield 
& Co; Paid by myself for three years 
rent tor house and lot of the Home for 
the Homeless, $292 50. Total $600. 
Mrs. E. Il. Porter, President of the 
Home for the Homeless, and myself, 
as President of the Board of Man- 
rs_of the same Society, after con- 
sulting with other members of the 
Society, agreed that the rent fund of 
$292 50 should be distributed among 
the destitute widows and orphans of 
the county, the original use for which 


it was granted. e did distribute 
this fund accordingiy, during the fall 
of 1867, when the city was ful} of 


suffering from the ravages of yellow 
fever. 

The Fanny Thyrston Fund Society, 
received by me, as its President, on 
the 13th of June, 1867, $800—preceeds 
of a tournament held near the city 
during that month. This fund was 
increased by lectures, as follows:

On the 23th day of April, 1866, the 
Confederate Monumental Fund So- 
ciety was organized, The plan and 
object of this society had been dis- 
cussed and agreed upon in the Relief 
Society. I was elected the President, 
and was compelled to act also as 
Treasurer. It was agreed that a fund 
of at least $5000 should be raised to 
‘build in Elmwood cemetery a monu- 
ment to the mémory of the Confedc- 
rate dead. The entire eost of the. 
monument was estimated at $10,000. 
On the 28th day of April, 1866, the

All the facts set forth have been col- 
lee from memory, memoranda, 
books and papers, and from those as- 
sociated with me. Being Presidentof 
three different societies, whose labors 
frequently interwove, and the Presi- 
dent .of the Board of Managers of a 
fourth, my duties were many, and 
often onerous, but never disagreeable. 
From the beginning of 1866 I have 
been engaged in the discharge of 
these works of love and devotion, 
even to the exclusion of almost every- 
thing else. And I am still willing to 
devote the remnant of my years to 
make comfortable the suffering living 
and to perpetuate the memory of the 
departed who died forthe South. It 
has been suggested that ofi:next deco- 


‘ration day the foundation stone of the 


monument be laid, and the money on 
hand be expended as far as it will go, 
since no opposition, it, is believed, 
will be interposed either by the State 
or Federal Governments. . 

The Confederate Soldier Relief and 
Ilistorical Association may be able and 
willing to assist in this great work of 
love and duty of the Contederate Mon- 
umental Fund Society. I hope to live 
long enough to see the object of the or- 
ganization consummated; and any co- 
operation which your association can 


preciated by the ladies. 
The fund belonging to the Monu- 
mental Society has been safely in- 
vested and is drawing interest. I 
pledge that honesty (which this ex- 
pose of my transaction will show), has 
never been compromised in raising 
and disbursing many thousand dol- 
lars for the distressed ; that the money 
shall be promptly forthcoming when 
the Society requires its use for the 
object for which it was raised. For 
three years I was a beggar upon the 
street for the Confederate soldier. So 
importunate and frequent were my 
visits, that a liberal and generous- 
hearted people grew wearing of giv- 
ing, and self-respect induced me to re- 
tire when my frequent visits became 
distasteful. Notwithstanding my ser- 
vices have been requirted by vague 
and unjust surmises, I pledge myself 
and the ladies of epee on to give 
you all our aid in the noble object for 
which your society was organized. 
I have been as explicit and accurate 
as my poor memory, aided by kind 
friends enables me to be, and I again 
thank you for giving this opportunity 
to make known through you to the 
ublic the facts in re- 
fating to the various evolent socie- 
ties of this city, and all organized for 
the benefit of the poor, the widow and 
the orphan of the Confederate soldier 
and to preserve the names of the dea 
heroes and make them immortal. 

I would remark that the Rev. Mr. 
Miller, of Owensburg, Ky., sent me 
by letter $160—the proceeds raised for 
the benefit of the Confederate soldiers, 
widows and orphans—which amount 
was paid over to Mrs. Dr. Grant, and 
that liberal-hearted lady distributed 
it among the distressed, for whom she

The New Fair Grounds and Race 
Course. 


The grounds recently purchased for 
that purpose, four miles east of the 
city, upon the line of the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad,. are being 
rapidly fitted up for the joint use of 
the Agricultural and the 
Jockey Club. The Fair will be holden, 
commencing on the 20th of October, 
and the Races will follow, beginning 
upon either the first or second Mon- 
day in November, (it has not yet 
beed determined which,) and contin- 
uing six days. Asa doubt is some- 
times expressed whether the neces- 
sary improvements can be made in 
time for the meetings td take place as 
contemplated, we have made some 
inquiries and learn that_ the work is 
progressing rapidly, and is in a satis- 
factory state of forwardness. There 
is a force of thirty men en ad upon 
the stands and stables. r. Hainer, 
one of our most energetic, competent 
and reliable contractors, has charge of 
the work. Another force, under a 
sub-contractor, is at work upon the 
fencing, while stilla third party are 
grading, filling, ditching and putting 
the track in order. Mr. George C. 
Holmes has charge of the last named 
force, and his nameis ample guaran- 
tee that the work will be promptly 
and satisfactorily accomplished. | 
Winter, the Engineer and Architect, 
informs us that the stabling will all be 
completed in ten days from this time. 
It will require much les§ work than 
was at first supposed to put the track 
in order, and: that will probably be 
ready by the time thestables are com- 
yleted. Thestands are the heaviest 
ob, and they will be tinished beyond 
doubt by the 15th of October, the time 
specified in the contract. We are as- 
sured, were it necessary to hasten the 
work, it could all be done within 
thirty days. As it is, however, every- 
thing will be in readiness in ample 
time for the Fair and Races. The im- 
proveinents are all of a substantial 
character, and those erected with spe- 
cial reference to the wants ofthe 
Jockey Club cannot be surpassed in 
the country.
